Week’s Output Holds Steady at 53,398 Units with Upturn Seen Near; 
Withrow Factory-Dealer Investigation Approved by House: Goodrich 
Pay-Cut Election Deferred; Feb. Car Sales Expected to Hit 125,000 


Despite curtailed operations in two 
General Motors divisions, car and truck 
production in the U. S. and Canada will 
hold steady at 53,398 units the current 
week, ending Mar. 26, according to ADN 
figures. The week’s total compares with a revised figure 
of 53,975 units last week and 103,858 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 

While operations did not experience the expected up- 
swing the current week, it is quite evident that output 
will show a more decided increase in the near future, 
especially in view of the fact that production is running 
behind deliveries in many instances. Field stocks are 
rapidly being reduced as one result of the recent used car 
drive, and this is expected to bring about upped produc- 
tion in the near future. 

General Motors group total for the current week is 
estimated by ADN at 20,500, compared with a revised 
total of 21,965 units last week and 50,325 units a year ago. 
The current total may be reduced somewhat if Buick, 
which closed last Wednesday for a week, does not get in 
the anticipated two days later this week. Chevrolet’s 
15,500 projection for the current week compares with

15,000 last week. Oldsmobile plans 1,700 this week, while 
Buick should get around 1,600 jobs if the two days are 
worked later this week. Pontiac drops this week to 1,200 
from 2,118 last week, and Cadillac-LaSalle figures to get 
around 500 this week. 

Chrysler divisions are expected to turn out 13,900 jobs 
this week, compared with a revised total of 13,850 last 
week and none in the same period a year ago, when 
sit-down strikes were still in progress. Plymouth plans 
around 6,000 again this week; Dodge expects 5,100 cars 
and trucks; Chrysler should account for 1,600, and 
De Soto about 1,200 on four days. 

With around 8,400 jobs projected, Ford output is up 
slightly over a week ago when approximately 8,000 units 
were assembled. Coupled with Lincoln’s projected 520 
units, the Ford group should turn out 8,920 units this 
week, according to ADN estimates. 

Several increases are noted among independent pro- 


| 
ducers currently, encouraging gains being reported by | 
Hudson and Willys, the latter chiefly on its new low- 
priced model. Packard’s 1,200 units continues to lead the 
independent group, closely followed by Studebaker, which 
has 1,050 jobs carded for the week. Hudson projects | 
around 950 jobs this week, going to three days’ operation, | 
while Willys plans 880 units in three days. Last week | 
Hudson turned out 818 jobs, and Willys 750. Nash expects 
648 units currently, while Bantam continues at its 150-job 
pace. Graham continues on sub-assemblies, with the pos- 
sibility final assembly lines may be started later this 
week. Hupmobile is still closed, but readying for earlier 
resumption of operations. The miscellaneous group, ac- 
cording to ADN figures, should account for 5,200 units 
this week.

The Withrow resolution directing 
the federal trade commission to 
investigate automobile factory- 
dealer relationships was unani- 
mously adopted by the House 
of Representatives in Washington Monday. The measure, 
which authorizes a $50,000 appropriation for the inquiry, 
is expected to meet approval in the Senate. 

Under the terms of the resolution the commission is 
required to report to congress within a year on the fol- 
lowing: 

" The extent of monopoly and concentration of control 
in the manufacturing, warehousing, distribution and 

sale of automobiles, accessories and parts. 

‘ The extent, if any, to which fraudulent, dishonest, 
unfair and injurious methods are employed, including 

combinations, monopolies, price fixing or unfair trade 

practices. 

3 The extent to which any of the antitrust laws are 

e being violated.

U. S. department of labor, the company announces that 
no changes in the base and hourly wage rates have been 
made effective. The election was deferred after union 
officials had filed charges of coercion and intimidation 
with the national labor relations board. 

Goodrich prior to the proposed election had announced 
to employes that its inequitable competitive position de- 
manded either that wage adjustments be made or that 
the company remove part of its Akron facilities to other 
localities. The latter alternative, the company said, would 
result in a 5,000-man reduction in its Akron payrolls.

Ford Earnings 


Windsor, Ont.—Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada, Ltd., reports 1937 net 
profit of $3,773,043, including $3,- 
429,489 in dividends received from 
overseas subsidiaries, and after 
all charges, equal to $2.27 a share 
on 1,658,960 shares. Profits from 
operations in Canada dropped 
$352,815 from 1936, according to 
W. R. Campbell, president, who 
pointed out that the improvement 
in net revenue was the result of 
increased profits of overseas sub- 
sidiaries. Drop in Canadian profit 


was attributed to substantial in- 
creases in costs of materials and 
labor, and to an expansion pro- 
gram in progress during the year. 


Outlook Bright 

New York.—Prospects are bright 
for a spring upturn in business, 
according to a symposium broad- 
cast nationally Monday night by 
10 leaders of widely divergent 
branches of American industry.

Detroit.—Acting on the request 
of the Detroit Automobile Dealers 
Assn., the city council instructs 
corporation counsel’s office to 
prepare an ordinance requiring 
the closing of automobile sales- 
rooms and used car lots on Sun- 
days. 


Steel Improves 

New York.—With an encourag- 
ing improvement in steel buying, 
operations in the steel industry 
for the current week will advance 
16 points to 33.7 per cent of 
capacity, compared with 32.1 per 
cent last week, it is estimated by 
the American Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute. A month ago operations 
were at 30.4 per cent, while a year 
ago they stood at 89.6 per cent. 


Tire Shipments 


New York.—Rubber Manufac- 
turers Assn. reports shipments of 
pneumatic tires in February de- 
clined to 2,348,949, compared with 
2,489,589 in January and 4,370,630 
in February last year. Produc- 
tion dropped to 2,211,689 from 
2,748,174 in January and 5,245,894 
in February, 1937. Inventory fell 
to 10,833,036 from 10,987,967 in 
January.

total approximates this figure, it will represent a decline @ 


of around 40 per cent under the registrations chalked up 
in the same month a year ago, and about 20 per cent 
under sales in January of this year. 

Sales in January this year were 145,732 units, including 
an estimate of 3,408 units for Wisconsin, compared with 
280,685 a year ago. February registrations a year ago 
totaled 214,973 units. 

The 32 states thus far reported for February account 
for a total of 59,793 sales, as against 105,075 units in the 
corresponding period of 1937. Since the latter represents 
roughly 49 per cent of the final 1937 total, it indicates 
that the final total for February of this year will be in 
the neighborhood of 125,000.

With 33 states so far heard from, ADN’s 
previous estimate of around 28,000 truck 
sales for February remains unchanged, 
with the possibility that when the final 
total is obtained it may be slightly 
under this mark. The total would represent a drop of 
about 17 per cent under January sales and approximately 
35 per cent below a year ago. 

Truck sales during January totaled 32,006 units as 
compared with 47,618 a year previously. The 1938 total 
contains an estimate of 663 for Wisconsin. 

A total of 14,500 registrations are reported by the 33 
states to date for February, compared with 22,621 a year 
ago.
